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REMARKS 



Claims 47-89 are pending in the present application. 

The Examiner has required election in the present application between: 

Group I, claims 47-55, drawn to a biochip assembly having releasable means for each 
port and well for reception of removable separate enclosed transfer conduits, classified in class 
436, subclass 514; and 

Group II, claim 56, drawn to a biochip assembly with two sets of reservoir wells, 
classified in class 435, subclass 287.4; and 

Group III, claims 57-65, drawn to a biochip assembly, classified in class 422, subclass 

63; and 

Group IV, claims 66-78, drawn to a biochip assembly, classified in class 435, subclass 
283.1; and 

Group V, claims 79-89, drawn to a method of conducting a biological cell assay, 
classified in class 435, subclass 4. 

For the purpose of examination of the present application. Applicants elect, with 
traverse, Group I, Claims 47-55. 



Applicants respectfiilly submit that a serious burden has not been placed on the Examiner 
to consider all of the claims in a single application. The Examiner is respectfully requested to 
reconsider his restriction and act on all of the claims in fee present appUcation. If the Examiner 
persists in his restriction requiremoit, AppHcants reserve the right to file one or more divisional 
applications directed to claims 56-89 at a later date if they so desire.
